POSTAL DEFICIT 
CUT S11, 500,000 


Waste 
Brought Saving. 


Elimination of 


Department Now Handled in 
Systematic and Business-Like 
Manner --- Huge Deficit Is Al- 
most Wiped Out Within One 


Year. | 


ed at the postoffice department today, 
show that the exact reduction of the 
postal- deficit during the fiscal year 
ende@d June 30 last, was $11,500,000. 
The deficit of the previous fiscal year 
was $17,600,000, so that, in One year, 
the deficit was brought down to 
$6,100,000. 

In commenting tonight upon the 
saving of $11,500,000 last year, Post- 
master General .Hitchcock said: 

“This tremendous saving was made 
without the curtailment of the postal 
facilities. In eliminating wasteful ex- 
penditures the department has been 
exceedingly careful not to hamper in 
any way the constant development of 
the postal service required to meet 
the increasing business needs of the 
country. 

“In a word, the deparftment’s policy 
is to extend the service as rapidly as 
is warranted by increasing population 
and to accomplish its savings, not by 
the curtailment of postal facilities, but 
by handling in a more systematic and 
business-like manner the constantly 
expanding volume of the mails.” 

1,500 New Postoffices. 

The tables prepared indicate that in 
the furtherance of the policy, more 
than 1,500 new postoffices, with the nec- 
essary officers, employees and equip- 
ment, were established during the last- 
fiscal year. Great extensions 
made in the rural delivery system, 515 
new routes, with a total mileage of 
12.235 miles, being put into operation. 

There were appointed from the eli- 
gible list of the civil service commis- 
sion more than _,400 postoffice clerks 
to enlarge the working forces of city 
postoffices and more than 1,000 ad- 
ditional letter carriers. The 
mail service was strengthened by the 
appointment of about 750 new em- 
piovees, all of whem were taken from 
the civil service eligible list The ag- 


gwregmate salaries of the new employees | 


appointed during the year from. the 
civil service lists exceed $2,000,000. 
The tables compiled also show, not 
only that many new employees were 
placed on the rolls, but also that 
the department made liberal increases 
wnder the terms of the law, in 
compensation of employees’ salary 
the service. Salaries of 
clerks were advanced, in the aggre- 
gate, $1,750,000, while the aggrewate 
salaries of letter carriers was increas-

CRIMINAL LIBEL 


Warrant Issued for Edit- 
or of North American. 


i. 


Editor Van Valkenburg Ad- 
vised Republican Candidate’s 
Counsel That He Was Ready 
for an Immediate Hearing of 
the Charges. 


Philadelphia, October 24.—John K. 
Tener, republican candidate for pgov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania, today swore 
out a warrant for the arrest of E. 
A. Van Valkenburg, editor and presi- 
dent of The North. American Company, 
of this city, charging him with crimi- 
nal libel. 

The warrant was not. served, but 
counsel] for Mr. Tener sent a letter to 
Mr. Van Valkenburg informing him of 
the action the gubernatorial candidate 
had taken, and notifying him that a 
hearing in the case would be held on 
Friday. 

Mr. Van Valkenburg, through his 
counsel, immediately replied that he 
was ready for .a hearing any day this 
week, preferab today. Mr. Tener’s 
counsel, in their reply, stated that as 
Mr, Tener was on a speaking tour, it 
was impossible for him to appear at a 
hearing today, and, therefore, the case 
would be heard Friday. . 

The warrant is based on an attack 
begun by The North American on Oc- 
tober 13 against Mr. Tener’s business 
integrity. The charges have been reit- 
erated daily. Briefly, they assert that 
Mr. Tener was “a friend and associate 
of swindlers.”’ 

It is charged that Mr. Tener, at the 
time a member of congress, sold his 
|name to the National Public Utilities 
Corporation so that he could be ex- 
ploited as the president of the cor- 
poration. .For this, the charges aver, 
jhe agreed to accept $5,000 per year in 
Salary, and was given $50,000 worth 
of stock in the concern. The charges 
characterize the National Public ‘Util- 
ities Corporation as a “fraudulent and 
i'swindling corporation,”

The ride shows the 
development of Georgia's resources, 
gives fine proof of Georgia hospitality, 
and shows what has been done and 
what is being done to build up good 
roads in the state. 

Roads in Good Shape. 

“With the exception of only a few 
miles, the roads between Atlanta and 
Valdosta are splendid. From Atlanta 
to Macon we found the best of .roads. 
Between Macon and Albany the roads 
were good, except in Lee county, where 
some of them had recently, been work- 
ed. and they were sandy. From Al- 
bany to Bainbridge the roads are £00d 
except where they are being worked 
in Sumter and Worth counties.

“Just before reaching Savannah, we 
got into some mud and water iby the 
cars skidding.

My car, which 
was the pacemaker, had to be turned 
into a relief car, and we pulled out of 
the mud one morning nine cars. After 
this work was done, and when we had 
got on as fine a speedway as there 
is in the state, our accident occurred. 
We were going along at a good speed, 


about 9:30 o'clock at night, when the: 


roadway suddenly turned at sharp 
right angles to the left. There was no 
time to stop, and, as our driver tried 
to make the turn, the car skidded, ran 
into a ditch, collided with a telegraph 
pole and turned over on its side. Mr. 
Beyers, the driver, was pinned between 
the car and the pole, and was painful- 
ly hurt Mv wife and the occupants of 
the car escaped with a few bruises. It 
was certainly hard luck to escape the 
dangers of rough roads and then get 
turned over_on a fine driveway.

Starting out of Savannah this morn- 
ing at 7 o’clock, the tourists struck 12 
miles of Chatham county roads over 
which the cars were run at their maxt- 
mum speed.

Pullman Does Good Work. 

One of ‘the features of Saturday’s

For instance, many of the more advanced American railroads 
have abolished public drinking cups on their cars; and the traveler 
must either provide his own vessel or, in some instances, employ 
the paper receptacles provided by the corporation. 

The public drinking cup, anomalous as it may seem, has ore 
thing in‘common with the typhoid, or housefly: ‘With systematic 
impartiality, it gathers up bacilli from-every disease with which it 
comes in contact. 

It you slake your thirst at a cup to which people indiscriminately 
have access, there is no guarantee that you will not be infected 
with germs of any disease from which your predecessor may have 
suffered. : 

Such talk may smack more of the brutal directness of the clinic 
than of pleasant, newspaper discourse. But it is only by blunt and 
persistent truth-telling that the public has been educated, in the 
past, out of hygienic errors that are fatal. 

It you doubt the positive menace of the public drinking cup, 
ask any reputable doctor or bacteriologist. 


PROSPECTS FUR THE MELTING-POT. 


Reciting the curious political confusion Ahat-is likely to follow 
the organization of the next congress, with the republican insurgents 
in all probability contending with the democrats -for control -of 
legislation, a recent Associated Press dispatch from Washington 
reports, as follows, the drift of thought among politicians of both 
parties: : | 


Advocates of.a new party movement would like to see a situation 
developed in the next congress. which would lead to a coalescence of 
the progressive or radical wings of both republicans ang democrats 
against the conservatives, both democrats’ and republicans. They 
think such a coalescence would soon lead to 4 smash-up of one or-both 
of the old parties and a general party realignment. 


The “smash-up.” of which the Associated Press speaks ten- 

tatively, is already here in effect. 

™*"Rating La Follette and Gummins and Cannon- and Aldrich 
equally as republicans is, as The Constitution has often pointed 
out, an error both in politics and designation. 

The same paradoxical condition obtains in the democratic 
party, though less emphatically than in the ranks of the faction- 
torn republicans. 

Even so far as Roosevelt is himself concerned, the term “repub- 
lican” 1s inaccurate as applied to his political faith, if we are to 
measure him, as he has asked, bv his personal utterances and not 
the platform of the New York state republican convention. 

Whether the realignment of which the Associated Press speaks 
is.to be precipitated at the next congress, or whether the insurgents 
secure absolute and unchallenged dominance of the republican 
party, it is evident to a political kindergartner that the present 
status cannot long be perpetuated. 

It may be that dissension, incapable. of cure, will be the cause 
of the old republican party biting the dust and an entirely new 
party rising upon its debris. With such a development, the logic 
of events would induce the same process in the democratic party. 

Whatever the route by which it comes or the period of incuba- 
tion, national political realignment ts just ahead of us. The mate- 
rials are all in the melting-pot. What the product will be is outside 
the prophetic ken of the finite mind.

Dr. J. P. Kennedy, the city health of- 
ficer, says he has met with much objec- 
tion on the part of parents to the send- 
ing home of children who were found 
in the schools with mild attacks of, 
diphtheria. 

“Many of the parents,” he says, “wil! 
not believe their children have diph- 
theria. They do not know, perhaps, 
that we have examined such children 
and found that they did have diphtheria 
without the question of a doubt. This 
has been the trouble all along. Chil- 
dren with mild cases of the disease 
suffered very little and thought they 
had sore throat. Mild cases can spread 
the malady and cause severe cases 
with other children. I do not think the 
parents of children with such a dis- 
ease should put any obstacle in the 
way of the health department. All we 
are trying to do is to stamp out the 
disease and thereby save much sick- 
ness and possibly several human lives. 
I have been told that some people have 
ecne so faras tomake complaint to the 
mayor about their children being sent 
home from school. I regret this ex-

REALL BREAKS 
ALTITUDE MARK 


New York, October 24.—The_ third 
day of the international aviation meet | 
at Belmont Park, Long Island, made; 
up for all the damp, cold and disap- 
pointment of the first two days. A 
new American record for altitude was 
set down to the credit of J. Armstrong 
Drexel, and the competition in the 
other events was at al} times a thing 
of delight, full of zest, action and 
beauty, 

Drexel’s Record. 

Drexel soared for altitude in his 
record flight at 3:40 p. m. In great, 
lazy circles, he crept into the wind, 
pointing higher and higher into the 
glare of the settings up to a height of 
7,105 feet. 

His descent was swift but unhurried, 
and he landed lightly in the middle of 
There was immediate sur- 
mise that he had approached, if he 
had not established, a new record, but 


no figures were available until his 
barograph 
reading of the stelograph on the plot- 
ted sheet inside it examined.

reading showed clearly that 
risen 7,105 feet. The best previous 
American record was 6,175 feet, made 
by Walter Brookins at Atlantic City. 
The world’s altitude record is 9,186 
feet, held by Henry Wynmalen, a Hoi- 
lander. 
Walter Brookins also went up for 
altitude in a “baby” Wright biplane. 
Brookins went up 4,882 feet, accord- 
ing to the barograph, and won second 
altitude honors for the day. At , 
apex of his climb, his engine, which 
had given him some trouble before, 
stopped dead, with the propellers 
pointing straight up into the air, so 
that in gliding to earth with no power, 
they afforded him the least resistance 
in breaking the rush of his descent. 
He came down whizzing, about @ mile 
and a half off the course, and struck 


landing skid. The damage was insig- 
nificant, however, and he was not hurt 


in the least. 

Next to the performance of Drexel, 
the crowd took most enjoyment in the 
appearance of models never seen in 
America before. They were the new 
Wright climber used by Brookins in 
his altitude flight; a tiny Demoiselle— 
called the humming bird of aeroplanes, 
but it looks more like a butterfly; 
and a flying fish—Antoinette. In all 
there were ten machines aloft at once, 
all in spirited rivalry. 

The program for the day went 
through by the card, and the evens 
called off yesterday because of the 
gale were postponed to a later day not 
yet named. The hourly distance and 
altitude events were first. J. Arni- 
strong Drexel took first place in the 
initial distance event with 28 laps (70 
kilometers) or 43.50 mi.es in 54 min- 
utes 33 3-5 seconds. Aubrun was sec- 
ond with 25 laps, and Johnstone, in a 
Wr.ght biplane, third, with 21 laps. 

In the same hour Count de Lesseps, 
in a Bleriot, won the hourly aititude 
prize with an elevation of 5,615 feet. 
Brookins was second in his unlucky 
flight. In the second hour, Latham, 
who started late, overhauled his com- 
petitors, and when time was called was 
credited with 21 laps} one less than he 
had actually made, although he had 
quit the course for some unknown rea- 
son 2 minutes’. before the finish. 
Grahame-White, with 21 laps, took sec- 
ond place. Aubrun, in a Bleriot, was 
last of all to start, and first to finish, 
also with 21 laps; but the judges de- 
ducted one lap as a forfeit for alight- 
ing in mid-course. Although he was 
placed last, his time for the distance 
was the fastest of the three. 

As dusk was falling Charles K. Ham- 
ilton took out his 115-horse power 
Hamilton biplane and made a circuit of 
the course. His time as taken for 
the 2% kilometers of thé inner round 
at 1 minute 53 2-5 seconds, but he 
swung so wide around the curves that 
his distance was actually much great- 
er. In the elim.nation heats McCurdy 
finished first in 19 minutes 49 1-5 sec- 
onds for ten rounds of the inner course 
25 kilometers, or 15.53 miles).
